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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


Several  major  and  important  improvements  were  started 
and  some  of  them  completed  during  1946,  in  spite  of  high 
labor  costs  and  scarcity  of  materials. 

Upmost  of  course  were  the  completion  of  the  new  Green- 
field road  bridge  with  its  approaches  and  the  Bennington 
road  project  which  got  under  way  during  the  Fall  months 
and  which  will  be  completed  next  year.  Next  was  the 
Horse  Shed  and  Common  project  which  was  completed 
(aside  from  same  grading  and  seeding  to  be  completed  next 
Spring),  with  a  resulting  great  improvement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  our  Town  property. 

Other  approved  projects  such  as  the  Town  Garage  build- 
ing and  the  purchase  of  a  Grader  and,  Truck  have  been  de- 
layed for  reasons  which  will  be  covered  later  in  this  report. 

The  general  improvement  in  our  Town  property  and  con- 
ditions, brought  about  through  these  major  developments 
is,  we  feel  sure,  a  source  of  considerable  satisfaction  to 
every  tax  payer.  Now  we  are  headed  in  a  forward  direc- 
tion. Some  work  of  this  kind  each  year  will  do  much  to 
encourage  new  residents  for  our  Town  and  certainly  should 
be  continued.  Some  articles  in  the  1947  warrant  for  con- 
sideration at  the  Town  Meeting  are  for  this  purpose. 

Unusual  Expenses 

During  1946  we  have  endeavored  to  pay  up  all  1944  and 
1945  bills  owed  by  the  Tpwn.  Such  items,  together  with 
emergency  expenditures  for  hose,  tire  and  forest  fires  not 
included  in  the  1946  Fire  Dept.,  budget  and  sizeable  over- 
drafts in  the  Highway  Dept.,  account  for  most  of  the  over- 
drafts in  our  1946  budget  items.  Such  overdrafts  make 
it  necessary  to  borrow  money  to  carry  on  our  Town  work. 
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Very  careful  study  of  budgets  presented  by  each  Town 
Dept.,  to  make  sure  they  cover  every  predictable  expen- 
ditures would  save  much  of  this.  It  is  futile  to  put  in  a 
small  budget  expecting  money  for  overdrafts  will  be  avail- 
able— such  procedure  costs  extra  money  in  interest  on 
money  borrowed  to  pay  such  overdrafts. 

Town  Indebtedness 

Francestown  has  no  indebtedness  except  the  $5,000  long 
term  note  placed  in  January  1947  to  cover  the  Town  share 
of  construction  of  both  the  Greenfield  road  bridge  and  the 
Bennington  road. 

The  financial  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1946  shows  short  term  loans  of  $5,000.  This  sum  was  paid 
after  the  above  long  term  note  money  was  received.  We 
were  able  to  save  interest  by  using  money  from  taxes  to 
pay  the  bridge  and  road  construction  bills  during  1946  and 
delaying  borrowing  until  January  1947,  though  this  meant 
that  at  the  close  of  the  Town  fiscal  year,  Dec.  31,  1946, 
the  temporary  loans  were  still  on  our  books.  They  have 
since  been  paid  and  the  construction  notes  are  our  only  in- 
debtedness at  this  time. 

Promptness  in  paying  taxes  saves  Town  borrowing. 
1946  tax  monev  came  in  slower  than  in  1945  and  there  is 
still  more  uncollected  than  at  this  time  in  1945.  We  urge 
everyone  to  help  out  by  paying  their  taxes  just  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Horse  Sheds  and  Common 

With  the  very  generous  contributions  fromt  our  Summer 
residents  (their  committee  turned  in  $1,015.00),  and  liberal 
contributions  of  labor  and  equipment  on  the  part  of  our 
permanent  residents — the  job  of  restoring  the  Horse  Sheds 
and  Common  was  completed  promptly — there  being  only 
minor  grading  and  seeding  left  to  be  done  in  the  Spring. 
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Francestown  is  indeed  most  fortunate  in  having  a  group 
of  such  interested,  community  minded  Summer  residents. 
The  grateful  thanks  of  every  citizen  of  our  town  goes  to 
them  for  the  spirit  they  show  in  helping  out  on  these  proj- 
ects for  Town  development. 

Gifts 

During  the  year  other  gifts  have  also  enabled  us  to  obtain 
much  needed  tire  protection  equipment.  The  men  of  the 
Fire  Dept,  contributed  $75.00  toward  the  purchase  of  the 
new  pump  for  the  fire  truck  and  together  with  the  Town 
appropriation  an  effective  pump  i  was  purchased  and  in- 
stalled. Ruth  Shattuck  gave  the  Town  a  portable  pump 
for  forest  fire  use — a  type  of  equipment  the  Fire  Dept., 
much  needed.  We  are  all  grateful  to  her  for  this  added 
protection. 

.     Town  Garage 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material  it  was 
decided  to  delay  starting  this  building. 

In  the  meantime  estimates  have  been  secured  on  a  "Quon- 
set"  type  building  in  size  suitable  for  Town  purposes.  These 
metal  buildings  have  much  in  their  favor  for  such  purposes. 
The  cost  is  lower  than  wood  construction  at  the  present 
time.  Certainlv  a  metal  constructed  building  is  less  of  a 
fire  hazard  and  on  that  basis  alone  deserves  careful  con- 
sideration for  our  purposes. 

Road  Grader  and  Town  Truck 

It  has  been  impossible  for  the  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Town  Meeting  to  secure  this  material  from  the 
War  Assets  Corp. 

The  State  Highway  Dept.,  was  asked  to  help  us  out. 
Also  a  personal  trip  (not  at  Town  expense)  was  made  to 
the  Boston  Office  of  the  War  Assets  Corp.  Neither  pro- 
duced results. 
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Since  the  vote  taken  last  year  authorized  only  the  pur- 
chase of  War  Surplus  equipment  the  Committee  could  not 
proceed,  to  purchase  other  equipment.  Articles  are  in  the 
1947  warrant  and  if  favorable  action  is  taken  this  much 
needed  equipment  can  bey  obtained  through  regular  sources 
of  supply. 

Planning  Board 

The  Francestown  Planning  Board,  Voted  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting,  has  held  several  meetings  and  in  addition  to  those 
meetings  for  consideration  of  plans  for  the  Town,  arranged 
and  held  the  Town  Meeting  Preview  public  meeting  on 
January  25th. 

The  Town  Meeting  Preview  was  arranged  so  we  might 
have  a  complete  discussion  of  plans  and  projects  for  the 
Town  before  the  Town  Warrant  was  made  up.  A  good 
crowd  attended  and  many  good  ideas  were  presented  result- 
ing in  Committees  appointed  to  present  articles  to  go  in  the 
Warrant  for  consideration  by  the  voters. 

Another  year  we  sincerely  hope  such  a  meeting  may  be 
held  on  a  night  when  many  of  our  summer  residents  can  be 
with  us.  We  had  so  planned  it  this  year — for  the  Saturday 
prior  to  the  New  Year's  dance — but  were  snowed  out.  We 
want  all  summer  residents  to  know  we  planned  for  them 
and  want  them  to  take  part  in  these  discussions  another 
year. 

One  subject  of  major  importance  to  the  Town  suggested 
at  the  Preview  Meeting  for  Planning  Board  development 
was  the  securing  of  a  small  industry  for  Francestown. 
Employment  for  25  to  50  people  in  some  locally  operated 
industry  would  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  Town.  A  suggest- 
ed' article  for  the  Warrant  will  bring  this  up  for  discussion.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  an  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Francestown 
has  been  made  by  this  Division.  This  audit  covered  the 
period  from  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  August  27th, 
1945,  to  July  26th,  1946.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are 
included  as  part  of  the  report  which  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  report  is  made  up  in  three  sections  as  follows :

Section  II  — Period  January  1  to  July  26,  1946 
Section  III — Statistical  Tables  Covering  Ten  Year  Period 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent  and  Trustees  of  the 
Trust  Funds. 
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Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets 
December  31 ,  1944 — December  31,  1945: 

(Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31.  1944  and 
December  31,  1945,  as  revised,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A. 
As  indicated  therein  a  decrease  of  $1,830.33  in  the  Net  Sur- 
plus took  place  during  the  year. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations 

and  Expenditures — Estimated 

and  Actual  Revenues: 

(Exhibits  B  and  C) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expen- 
ditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31.  1945,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  B  and 
C.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  a  net  overdraft  of 
appropriations  of  $2,387.73,  plus  a  revenue  deficit  of 
$343.93.  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $2,731.66.

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1945,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts  is  included  in 
Exhibit  E. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  check- 
ed by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  verified.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as 
of  July  26,  1946,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  O. 

Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrant  accounts  of  Collector  Mills  for  the  levies 
of  1945,  1944  and  1942,  were  audited.  Summaries  of  these 
accounts  as  of  December  31,  1945,  are  included  in  Exhibits 
F,  G  and  H,  and  as  of  July  26,  1946,  in  Exhibits  P  and  R. 
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Examination  of  the  tax  sales  accounts  was  likewise  made. 
A  summary  showing  the  activity  in  the  tax  sales  accounts 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31.  1945,  is  presented  in 
Exhibit  J.  No  activity  in  these  accounts  was  indicated  dur- 
ing the  period  from  January  1st  to  July  26th,  1946. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  special  poll  tax  account  as 
of  December  31,  1945,  is  included  in  Exhibit  I,  and  as  of 
July  26,  1946,  in  Exhibit  R-l.  As  indicated  therein,  as  of 
July  25,  1946,  there  had  been  remitted  to  the  State  on  ac- 
count of  special  poll  taxes  $108.00  in  excess  of  the  amount 
actually  collected  as  of  this  date. 

Town  Clerk 

The  accounts  of  Town  Clerk  Mary  Caskie  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1945,  and  the  period  from  January 
1  to  March  11,  1946;  and  the  accounts  of  Town  Clerk  Joan 
Bixby  for  the  period  from  March  12  to  July  25,  1946,  were 
examined  and  audited.  Summaries  of  these  accounts  appear 
in  Exhibits  K,  S  and  T. 

Road  Agent 

The  payrolls  and  checks  issued  by  the  Road  Agent  to 
highway  employees  for  services  and  to  vendors  for  materials 
and  supplies  purchased  were  examined. 

Summarized  statements  of  the  Road  Agent's  account  as 
of  December  31,  1945  and  July  26,  1946,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  L  and  U,  respectively. 

Subsequent  to  March  9,  1946,  the  practise  of  advancing 
highway  funds  to  the  Road  Agent  in  lump  sum  amounts 
was  discontinued  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
made  in  our  last  audit  report.  Payments  are  now  made  to 
the  Road  Agent  upon  presentaion  of  payrolls  for  the  actual 
amount  of  such  payrolls. 

The  small  balance  in  the  Road  Agent's  account,  as  in- 
dicated by  Exhibit  U,  should  be  refunded  to  the  Selectmen. 
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Trust  Funds 
The  principal  and  unexpended  income  of  the  Cemetery, 
Educational  and  Library  Funds,  was  verified  by  an  examin- 
ation of  the  savings  bank  books.  Summarized  statements 
of  Trust  Fund  principal,  income  and  investments,  are  includ- 
ed in  Exhibits  M  and  N. 

General  Comments 

Buget  Deficit  : 

As  heretofore  noted  the  Net  Budget  Deficit  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $2,731.66.  This  resulted  from  a  net  overdraft 
of  appropriations  of  $2,387.73,  plus  an  excess  of  estimated 
over  actual  revenues  of  $343.93.  Overdrafts  occurred  in  a 
number  of  appropriation  accounts,  the  largest  being  in  excess 
of  $1,300.00. 

It  is  our  feeling  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to 
the  preparation  of  the  annual  town  budget  with  the 
thought  in  mind  that  appropriations  be  adequate  to  take 
care  of  actual  requirements,  and  that  once  made  upon  this 
basis  they  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Budget  Deficit  was  responsible  for  the 
decrease  in  Surplus  during  the  year  of  $1,830.33,  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  continuation  of  the  present  procedure  would 
shortly  result  in  the  town's  financial  condition  changing 
from  a  Surplus  to  a  Deficit  position. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund 

As  indicated  by  the  Balance  Sheet  (Exhibit  A)  as  of 
December  31,  1945,  the  sum  of  $800.00  had  been  appropriat- 
ed for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  which  remained  in  the 
general  funds  of  the  town.  In  accordance  with  the  Chapter 
160  —  Laws  of  1943,  "The  trustees  of  trust  funds  of  a 
town  or  city  shall  have  custody  of  any  capital  reserve  fund." 
Therefore  the  amount  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  as  above 
stated,  plus  any  subsequent  additions  thereto,  should  be 
turned  over  to  the  trustees  of  trust  funds. 
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Tax  Collector 

The  adoption  of  the  following  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations by  the  Tax  Collector  should  result  in  substan- 
tial improvement  in  his  records.  It  is  very  important  that 
attention  be  given  this  matter  as  accurate  and  adequate 
records  are  very  essential  if  the  collection  of  taxes  is  to  be 
effective  and  made  on  a  businesslike  basis. 

( 1 )  All  collections  on  account  of  the  tax  warrant  or  tax 
sale  accounts  should  be  properly  entered  in  the  cash  book 
being  particularly  careful  to  credit  each  item  so  recorded 
to  the  proper  year's  tax  levy.  Entirely  separate  columns 
are  provided  for  tax  warrant  and  tax  sale  accounts  in 
order  to  prevent  confusion  resulting  from  intermingling 
"tax  collections"  and  "redemptions  from  tax  sales." 

(2)  In  the  tax  warrant  book  the  date  on  which  each  tax' 
is  paid  should  be  recorded,  indicating  the  month,  day  and 
year.  The  same  thing  applies  to  the  recording  of  redemp- 
tions from  tax  sales  in  the  "tax  sale  record  book."  This  in- 
formation is  taken  directly  from  the  cash  book  when 
postings  are  made. 

(3)  When  remittances  are  made  to  the  Treasurer  the 
accompanying  reports  should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation : 

(a)  The  year  of  the  tax  levy  or  levies  on  account  of 
which  the  remittance  is  made. 

(b)  The  amount  of  property  taxes,  poll  taxes,  nation- 
al bank  stock  taxes  and  interest.  If  the  poll  taxes  are 
on  account  of  the  levies  of  1944  or  1945,  a  further 
breakdown  should  be  made  indicating  separately  the 
amount  of  special  $3.00  polls  and  the  regular  $2.00  polls. 

(c)  Remittances  on  account  of  redemptions  from  tax. 
sales  should  be  earmarked  as  such  and  made  entirely 
separate  from  remittances  on  account  of  taxes  collected 
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on  the  warrants.  Interest  on  redemptions,  should  like- 
wise be  reported  separately  from  the  amount  of 
tax  sale. 

Road  Agent 
All  bills   for  materials  and  supplies   which  are  included 
thereon  should  be  attached  to  the  road  agent's  payrolls  when 
these  are  presented  to  the  selectmen  for  payment. 

Town  Clerk 

The  town  clerk  should  obtain  the  standard  form  of 
town  clerk's  cash  book  and  record  therein  each  motor 
vehicle  and  dog  license  issued. 

Monthly  remittances  should  be  made  by  the  clerk  to  the 
treasurer  and'  a  receipt  obtained  for  each  remittance.  This 
should  be  done  even  though  both  offices  are  held  by  the  same 
person. 

Remitting  of  Funds  at  Close  of  Year 
All  funds  should  be  remitted  by  the  tax  collector,  town 
clerk  or  other  fiscal  officers  of  the  town  to'  the  treasurer  as 
of  December  31st,  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  prac- 
tise of  town  officials,  other  than  the  treasurer,  of  retaining 
cash  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  tends  to  confuse  the 
accounting  and  should  be  discontinued. 

Conclusion 

With  the  exceptions  as  herein  noted,  the  accounts  and 
records  of  all  town  officials  which  were  examined  were 
found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure  con- 
formed to  the  uniform  system  prescribed  by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  re- 
port. This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its 
entirety  but  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens-  of  Francestown  : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Outlook  for  Education 

The  State  Board  of  Education  with  the  leadership  of  the 
new  Commissioner  of  Education  has  carefully  drawn  up 
a  new  plan  for  state  aid,  and  suggested  a  largely  increased 
legislative  appropriation  to  make  it  effective.  The  Interim 
Commission  authorized  by  the  1945  Legislature  has  made 
an  exhaustive  study  of  public  education  in  New  Hampshire 
and  their  report  further  emphasizes  the  need  of  largely  in- 
creased state  aid  to  the  local  school  districts. 

The  state  aid  plan  in  use  since  1919,  providing  for  elemen- 
tary schools  only,  was  based  on  a  very  complicated  formula 
which  was  difficult  to  apply  and  unsatisfactory  in  its  admin- 
istration. Furthermore  the  legislative  appropriation  was 
seldom  sufficient  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

The  proposed  plan,  which  would  give  state  aid  for  sup- 
port of  high  school  as  well  as  elementary  is  embodied  in  a 
bill  now  under  consideration  in  the  Legislature.  It  sets  up 
a  simple  formula  allowing  a  fixed  sum  of  money  for  each 
pupil  attending  school  in  any  given  school  district. 
Two  kinds  of  state  aid  are  proposed ;  first  an  Equalization 
Fund  to  supply  any  district  with  the  money  it  needs  for  sup- 
port of  high  and  elementary  schools  beyond  the  amount  of 
a  local  tax  of  $6.00  on  each  $1,000  of  equalized  valuation; 
second,  a  General  Fund  to  supply  to  every  school  district  in 
the  state  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  each  child  attending 
school. 
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These  funds  must  be  provided  by  legislative  appropria- 
tions;  in  case  such  appropriation  is  not  sufficient,  provision 
is  made  to  supply  the  Equalisation  aid  first  and  to  distribute 
the  remainder  as  General  aid  proportionally. 

The  reasons  for  the  proposed  new  plan  and  its  justifica- 
tion are  to  be  found  in  a  comparison  of  New  Hampshire 
with  the  other  states  of  the  Union.  New  Hampshire  is  the 
fourth  lowest  state  in  the  percentage  of  state  aid  furnished 
the  local  school  units,  providing  only  7%  of  the  local  costs 
of  elementary  schools  as  compared  with  a  national  average 
of  35%.  New  Hampshire  is  the  only  state  not  now  provid- 
ing state  aid  for  high  school  costs. 

Education  is  universally  recognized  as  a  responsibility 
which  the  state  cannot  escape  by  throwing  the  entire  burden 
of  costs  upon  local  real  estate  taxation, — a  burden  so  unequal 
that  it  amounted  to  a  tax  ranging  all  the  way  from  $3.73 
per  $1,000  in  one  town  to  $32.41  in  another  town  in  the 
school  year  1944-45. 

A  citizenry  made  up  of  people  enlightened  through  uni- 
versal education  is  the  only  sure  guarantee  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  American  democratic  principle  of  the  dignity 
and  worth  of  the  individual,  and  is  a  necessary  as  adequate 
military  defense.  The  Nation's  economic  security  depends 
more  upon  acquired  knowledge  and  skill  than  upon  natural 
resources.  Democracy  is  constantly  threatened  by  hostile 
alien  political,  economic  and  social  theories  that  can  be  de- 
feated only  by  vigilant,  constant  efforts  comparable  to  those 
that  won  the  war,  in  which  every  individual  has  a  respon- 
sibility and  a  contribution  to  make. 

In  such  a  citizenry  no  less  than  a  complete  high  school 
education  for  every  mentally  competent  child  is  sufficient. 
No  less  than  the  very  best  teaching  will  assure  such  a  degree 
of  intelligence.  The  most  competent  persons  must  be  secur- 
ed and  adequately  trained  for  the  teaching  profession, — 
persons  who  have  the  understanding  and  skill  to  discover  and 
intelligently  stimulate  and  develop  the  talents  of  children. 
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The  practitioner  of  no  other  profession  needs  more  highly 
specialized  knowledge,  more  technical  precision  and  artistic 
skill,  than  the  teacher. 

Against  this  conception  of  the  ideal  as  a  background,  let 
us  look  at  the  present  condition :  more  than  a  third  of  the 
nation's  900,000  teachers  have  quit  teaching  entirely  since 
1939 ;  60,000  vacancies  have  not  been  filled  at  all  and 
109,000  persons  lacking  the  full  qualifications  for  teaching 
certificates  have  been  employed  on  emergency  permits. 
Nearly  500  such  persons  are  now  teaching  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

The  end  of  the  war  brought  no  relief,  and  there  will  be 
no  relief  until  persons  of  high  native  ability  can  be  attracted 
to  the  teacher  training  institutions  in  much  greater  numbers, 
and  there  receive  a  full  four  year  training.  Such  persons 
will  not  be  keen  to  invest  four  years  in  this  training  unless 
they  can  expect  rewards,  in  terms  of  money  and  satisfac- 
tions, that  are  comparable  to  those  in  other  occupations  re- 
quiring a  like  amount  of  training. 

Salaries 

Last  year  I  reported  that  a  survey  of  current  salaries  of 
elementary  teachers  in  New ,  Hampshire  showed  that  in 
towns  with  less  than  600  population,  sixteen  were  paying 
less  than  $1,200  and  eleven  were  paying  from  $1,400  to 
$1,500.  A  like  survey  this  year  shows  only  four  towns  pay- 
ing less  than  $1,200.  $1,400  to  $1,500  is  the  minimum 
salary  in  twenty-seven  towns,  and  the  maximum  salary  in 
thirty-two  towns  Nine  towns  are  paying  $1,600  to  $1,800. 
The  five  towns  in  this  group  in  our  Union  are  paying  from 
$1,200  to  $1,650. 

Towns  whose  population  ranges  from  600  to  1,000  are 
paying  elementary  teachers  from  $1,200  to  $2,100,  except 
that  six  pay  less  than  $1,200. 

Towns  whose  population  ranges  from  1,000  to  1,500  pay 
from  $1,200  to  $2,000  with  none  less  than  $1,200.

Towns  whose  population  ranges  from  1,500  to  2,500  are 
paying  from  $1,300  to  $2,340  with  none  less  than  $1,300. 

The  survey  shows  that  there  was  a  definite  upward  trend 
of  salaries  from  last  year  to  this,  and  at  this  moment  many 
New  Hampshire  towns  are  granting  further  increases  for 
the  current  year  ranging  from  $200  to  $400. 

Budget 

The  budget  presented  for  1947-48  calls  for  an  assessment 
of  $9,606.75  an  increase  of  some  $1,300  above  the  amount 
appropriated  last  year.  The  increases  are  in  the  following 
items :  Teachers'  salaries  $500  which  we  believe  is  necessary 
in  view  of  existing  conditions ;  there  is  an  increase  of 
$75.00  in  textbooks,  partly  due  to  increased  cost  of  produc- 
ing books ;  there  is  an  increase  of  $30.00  in  scholars'  sup- 
plies to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  such  items;  an  $80.00 
increase  in  fuel  due  to  the  higher  price  of  oil ;  we  believe 
there  should  be  $200  available  for  repairs  to  cover  cost  of 
painting  and  some  basement  repairs ;  transportation  estimate 
is  based  upon  actual  cost  this  year  which  is  $260  above 
last  years  estimate  because  of  a  new  route  which  was  not 
foreseen  ;  high  school  tuition  will  cost  $225.00  more  than 
last  year.  The  apparent  reduction  in  cost  of  administration 
is  due  to  the  separation  of  the  teacher  retirement  payment 
required  by  law  which  is  placed  under  heading  of  "Fixed 
Charges." 

The  income  of  the  district  should  be  the  same  as  estimated 
last  year  except  that  state  aid  is  put  down  at  approximately 
this  year's  figure.  If  the  proposed  law  is  enacted  that  may 
be  increased  by  $200  or  $300  but  is  impossible  to  estimate 
at  this  time.

More  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  books  were  borrowed 
from  the  State  Library.

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FRANCESTOWN  IMPROVEMENT  SOCIETY 


The  objectives  of  this  Society  are  of  direct  interest  tO' 
every  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  town.  The  Society  is 
not  an  outside  organization  but  is  a  group  of  people  who 
are  willing  to  give  some  time  and  effort  to  help  the  town. 
When  we  say  the  town,  we  mean  both  the  people  and  their 
properties,  as  well  as  the  town  hall,  common  and  what  we  all 
support  and  control  as  a  group. 

Those  of  us  who  are  active  in  the  Society  would  welcome 
more  members,  not  for  financial  reasons,  but  to  help  us  to 
decide  wisely  in  our  actions.  We  always  try  to  cooperate 
with  the  Selectmen  and  are  glad  to  do  what  we  can  with  the 
Planning  Board  in  looking  toward  the  future.  Some 
symbols  of  our  help  are  in  evidence — on  the  common  we 
erected  the  Honor  Roll  and  assisted  in  putting  up  the  flag- 
pole. In  rebuilding  the  horsesheds,  which  has  added  so* 
much  to  our  public  center,  beside  our  appropriation,  our 
members  did  much  in  stimulating  the  generosity  of  the 
other  gifts. 

Our  major  annual  project  is  the  Labor  Day  Carnival. 
In  1946  we  were  glad  to  resume  our  parade,  which  had  over 
thirty  entries  and  many  excellent  floats,  that  indicated  much 
effort  and  thought — making  a  fine  display  to  a  large  crowd. 
The  Peterborough  Band  led  the  parade  and  gave  a  splendid 
concert  afterward.  We  had  a  fine  speech  by  Sherman 
Adams. 

The  rebuilt  horsesheds  were  a  good  setting  for  the  many 
booths  which  represented  so  much  work  on  the  part  of  the 
various  chairmen  and  their  assistants.  The  magician  de- 
lighted an  afternoon  audience.  The  Firemen's  supper  had 
a  capacity  house  with  great  benefit  to  them.  The  dance 
with  Ralph  Page's  band  was  very  successful  and  very 
crowded. 
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The  proceeds  of  the  Carnival  were  $433  against  $366  in 
1945.  At  our  October  meeting  we  voted  to  match  the  con- 
tributions of  Oak  Hill  Grange  and  of  the  Firemen  in  the 
purchase  of  kitchen  apparatus  for  upstairs  in  the  Town 
Hall  with  a  maximum  limit.  We  voted  $50  for  upkeep  of 
the  shrubbery  and  cleaning  out  poison  ivy  around  the  World 
War  Memorial.  Twenty  dollars  was  given  to  the  Red  Cross. 
We  voted  to  pay  for  a  standpipe  connection  for  fire  pro- 
tection in  the  upper  village.  At  an  earlier  meeting  we  had 
voted  $100  toward  rebuilding  the  horsesheds. 

These  appropriations  are  definite  evidence  of  our  direct 
help  to  the  town.  We  are  glad  of  any  suggestions  and  cer- 
tainly appreciate  the  interest  and  cooperation  we  receive  in 
operating  the  Labor  Day  Carnival,  which  makes  Frances- 
town  a  popular  gathering  place  each  year  for  the  country- 
side. 

We  invite  you  all  to  join  with  us,  as  members,  in  1947.
